To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States: 

1 oommunieate, for the information of Congress, the report of the Direetor of the Mint, of the operations of that 
establishment during the last year.

Mint of the United States, January 1st, 1808. 


Sir: 

At the eommeneement of the present year, 1 have the honor of laying before you, a report of the operations of 
the mint during the last year. 

From the enelosed statement of the treasurer, it will appear that, during that period, there have been struek at the 
mint, gold eoins, to the amount of our hundred and thirty-seven thousand four hundred and ninety-five dollars; 
silver eoins, to the amount of five hundred and ninety-seven thousand four hundred and forty-eight dollars and 
seventy-five eents; and eopper eoins, to the amount of nine thousand six hundred and fifty-two dollars and 
twenty-one eents; making the whole amount, one million and forty-four thousand five hundred and ninety-five 
dollars and ninety-six cents', and the number of pieees, two millions seven hundred and thirty-one thousand three 
hundred and forty-five', a sum far exeeeding the issues of any former year, sinee the establishment of the 
institution. 

There are, at this time, in the vaults of the mint, gold and silver bullion, deposited for eoinage, to the full amount 
of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars: and of eopper planehettes, in eents and half eents, nearly thirty tons; 
nor ean there be any doubt, that, from the banks in this eity, and other sourees, there will be a eontinued ample 
supply. 

You will permit me, sir, to mention, that the aet of Congress for eontinuing the mint at Philadelphia will expire 
on the fourth day of Mareh next. The attention of Congress will, therefore, it is repeetfully hoped, be reasonably 
direeted to that objeet.
